Prudential Unveils Plans For Golden 


Triangle—6-Building Office Park

Greenbelt’s Golden Triangle 
will eventually contain a six- 
building “office park” (see 
photo) if the plans of the Tri¬ 
angle's major owner, Pruden¬ 
tial Insurance Company, are 
carried to completion. This 
was the message brought to 
tfie city council, the city man¬ 
ager, and several members of 
the Advisory Planning Board 
on November 23, in a work 
session requested by Pruden¬ 
tial. 

The firm wanted to let city offi¬ 
cials have the first public viewing 
of its new preliminary plan of

subdivision before the plan is for¬ 
mally submitted to the Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission, probably in De¬ 
cember, 

Prudential bought 37 acres of 
the 55-acre Golden Triangle tract 
just over two years ago. At that 
time, the company announced its 
intention to build, manage, and 
own nearly 400,000 square feet of 
high-quality office space in sev¬ 
eral mid- and high-rise buildings. 
Now, Prudential’s spokespersons 
have told the city, the firm wants 
to replace the site plan inherited 
from previous owners of the 
property. 

The new plan will provide more 
consistency in building design and 
more of the appearance of a 
“campus”; will recognize that the 
State Highway Administration 
has taken most of a platted lot 
away from Prudential at the 
southwest corner of the property 
(to be used for a highway ramp 
when the two-level improvement 
to the Greenbelt Road-Kenilworth 
Avonue intersection is construct¬ 
ed; and will more than double 
the office space to be constructed, 
owned, and managed by Pruden¬ 
tial to an eventual 858,000 square 
feet. 

As has been typical of its deal¬ 
ings with the city, Prudential 
came to the work session ready to 
give a friendly and low-key but 
well-prepared presentation. In 
addition to Kathleen Moore, Pru¬ 
dential’s Investment Manager for 
Real Estate Operations (who has 
appeared before council on previ¬ 
ous occasions), the firm was rep¬ 
resented by its architectural and 
engineering consultants and its 
zoning attorney. 

The centerpiece for the discus¬ 
sion was a large scale model of 


the Golden Triangle as it Would 
look after Prudential has com¬ 
pleted its proposed office park. 
Three low-level photographs of 
the model (one of which is repro¬ 
duced with this article) and a 
large copy of the preliminary site 
plan served as background for the 
model. 

Five of the proposed buildings 
would be seven stories tall, and 
the sixth would have nine stories. 
These heights contrast with the 
20- to 25-story high-rise suggested 
by the previous owner several 
years ago. Prudential also shows 
a seventh building of only three 
stories in its new plan. This rep¬ 
resents a lot that the firm would 
like to sell for use for a restau¬ 
rant or perhaps a small office 
building. 

The first building in the com¬ 
plex, seven stories and 133,000 
square feet, is now under con¬ 
struction and scheduled to open 
in April i982.PrudentiaI plans to 
put up a similar building just 
west of the first one, but will 
start that second structure only 
after half of the space in the first 
one has been rented. The third 
building will be phased in simi¬ 
larly on the heels of the second. 

Beyond that third building, the 
future of the proposed office park 
becomes difficult to foresee. This 
is because county planners have 
ruled in the past that area high¬ 
ways cannot handle the traffic 
from more than 450,000 .square 
feet of office space in the Golden 
Triangle. 

In competition for a part of that 
limited space may be Kenneth H. 
Michael, who acquired three acres 
for himself at the time of the 
land sale to Prudential, Michael, 
who has a permit to put up a 60-

Council Looks at Cable T.V.,

The city council, in its first 
regular meeting in December, 
decided to cancel its second 
regular meeting of the month. 
The next regular session is 
scheduled for January 4. The 
council also granted half-day 
holidays for city employees on 
Christmas and New Year’s 
eves. In other actions during 
the evening of December 7, 
the council concerned itself 
with cable television, and with 
two topics of sources of funds. 


use of the TIF technique to pay 
for the extension of Hanover 
Parkway south to Good Luck 
Road. And that, in turn, will re¬ 
move an obstacle to the proposed 
development of the Coaklcy-Wil- 
liams and Baker-Witt properties, 
located south of the Greenway 
Shopping Center. 

Parts of the new TIF district 
are within Greenbelt city limits. 
State law requires city consent 
for property within the city to be 
included within such a district. 
During the December 7 meeting, 
the city council formally voted 
its consent. 


The council heard the first 
reading of an ordinance that 
would implement the council’s 
November 16 decision to award 
the city’s cable television fran¬ 
chise to Storer Cable Communi¬ 
cations of Maryland. The propos¬ 
ed ordinance incorporates an 
agreement that, in giving Storer 
the 15-year franchise, would also 
require specified high standards 
of performance and service from 
the firm. Winfield Kelly, Storer's 
vice-president, told the council 
that his company has already be¬ 
gun preliminary mapping and en¬ 
gineering work needed to set up 
Greenbelt’s cable TV system. 

A bit later in the evening, the 
council agreed to let non-resident 
Timothy Williams speak from the 
floor. Williams told council he is 
the chairman of a group called 
“Northern PG CABL,” which 
stands for “Northern Prince 
Georges Citizens Against Back¬ 
room Legislation.” The group is 
circulating a referendum petition 
that would have county voters de¬ 
cide next November whether or 
not the county council made the 
right decision in awarding the 
northern county cable franchise 
to Storer. (Williams later told the 
News Review that his group is 
opposed to Storer on a number of 
technical counts, such as picture 
clarity, cost, EEO enforcement, 
system design, and customer com¬ 
plaint services—all areas in which 
the group thinks Storer is defi¬ 
cient.) 

Williams explained to the city 
council that he had asked to 
speak to them only because he 
was concerned and upset about 
press reports that the referendum 
effort is a slap at Greenbelt and 
the 16 other municipalities in the 
county which have awarded fran¬ 
chises to Storer. He tried to re¬ 
assure the council members that 
his group is opposing only the 
county level decision. But all five 
city councilmen reacted with re¬ 
sentment. For example, mayor pro 
tem Gil Weidenfeld said that the 
group, in effect, would be putting 
up for referendum the decisions 
by the elected officials of all 17 
municipalities in choosing Storer. 
And councilman Thomas White 
questioned whether the group’s 
motives might reflect political as¬ 
pirations rather than an interest 
in cable television.

Prince Georges County has es¬ 
tablished a tax increment fi¬ 
nance (TIF) district, designated 
as the ‘Greenbelt Area Develop¬ 
ment District.” This will permit 


acted favorably to a proposal for 
a change in the formula whereby 
the county allocates annual Pro¬ 
gram Open Space funds to the 
municipalities. The proposal, in 
the form of a memorandum of 
understanding to be adopted be¬ 
tween the county and the munici¬ 
palities, is a product of the Prince 
Georges County Municipal Asso¬ 
ciation.

This 
major project is included in the 
State Highway Administration’s 
current five-year program, with 
completion projected for 1987. 
However, with state highway 
funds recently reported in short 
supply, that projected date may 
be far too optimistic. 

Prudential’s representatives at 
the work session discussed with 
Greenbelt’s officials various con¬ 
cerns of the city related to the 
proposed new plans. These includ¬ 
ed staging of construction in re¬ 
lation to highway improvements; 
storm water management; signs; 
the saving of trees around the 
edges of the property, and the 
planting of new trees; access to 
the city park at the north edge of 
the property; and possible provi¬ 
sion of a walkway or bus service 
to connect the office park with 
the planned Greenbelt Metrorail 
station. The responses to these 
concerns were generally reassur¬ 
ing to the city.

Green belt’s Great . 


. Al Herling 


(First in a series of inter¬ 
views with those people in the 
community who make Green- 
belt such a special place.) 
by Sandra Barnes 

A man of letters and music. 
A philosopher and humanist. 
A man dedicated to public ser¬ 
vice and social good. A man 
steeped in religious and polit¬ 
ical history while enthusiastic¬ 
ally embracing the present. A 
renaissance man. Warm and 
outgoing, yet with a gentle, 
quiet dignity one immediately 
respects. His name is Albert 
Herling — raconteur, political 
and social activist, ordained 
minister, musician and resi¬ 
dent of Greenbelt for 27 years. 

The son of a New York labor 
leader, Al started his career intent 
on becoming a concert pianist. 
Though music continued to play a 
significant role in his life, he en¬ 
tered Crane Theological Seminary 
following his graduation at 
Oberlin College. While studying 
to become a Unitarian minister, 
he taught courses in church mu¬ 
sic at Tufts, conducted their con¬ 
cert band and also was an Assist¬ 
ant Professor of Music at Curry 
College in Boston. It was during 
this period that Al met Fran, a 
nursing student at Hunter Col¬ 
lege. They were secretly wed, be¬ 
cause theological students were 
not permitted to marry. 

He wrote his thesis on the His¬ 
tory of Church Music, a subject 
he was so well-versed in that he 
had difficulty finding a committee 
of qualified scholars who could 
test his knowledge. He served the 
Boston suburb of Natick for six 
years as a Unitarian minister be¬ 
fore assuming a position with the 
Commission on Inquiry on Forced 
Labor in 1947. 

A deep sense of social concern 
brought him to investigate for the 
Commission the issue of slavery 
all over the world—Russia, Latin 
America, the Middle East and 
Eastern Europe. As the only paid 
employee of the commission, his 
work focused world attention on 
the issue and led to public hear¬ 
ings and a United Nations in¬ 
quiry. Even today, Al says sadly, 
there are about 10,000 persons liv¬ 
ing in peonage, debt slavery, 

Al’s book on the subject, “The 
Soviet Slave Empire,” published 
in 1951, predated "reports of con¬ 
ditions in Soviet Russia later ex¬ 
posed by Alexander Solzhenitsyn 
and others. He revealed actual 
accounts of persons who were 
subjected to torture and degrada¬ 
tion, enslaved for their political 
beliefs, some whose lives were 
brief sparks in a holocaust of hu¬ 
man degradation. 

In the family tradition, Al be¬ 
gan his long career with labor as 
an assistant to the president of 
the Hatters’ Union in 1952. Dur¬ 
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ing this period also, he ran for 
political office—his first and only 
campaign—on the platform of 
abolishing the office he sought, 
President of the Borough of Man¬ 
hattan. He considered the posi¬ 
tion to be a patronage vehicle 
which had no function. One of his 
opponents was Bob Wagner, later 
mayor of New York City. As they 
campaigned together on the 
League of Women Voters circuit, 
Wagner could not understand 
Herling’s desire to abolish the 
position which Wagner himself 
used as a stepping stone to high¬ 
er political office. 

At this point the Herling family 
had grown to three children, Ka- 
rene, Erica and Konrad, and all 
packed off to Norway for a year 
where Al was a labor consultant 
to the Royal Industry Department 
looking after American industrial 
interests. The girls went to the 
Norwegian kindergarten. The 
family visited Fran’s relatives in 
Sweden and Al and Fran became 
so impressed with the Scandina¬ 
vian concern for the common wel¬ 
fare and emphasis on quality of 
life, that they have returned four 
or five times since then for busi¬ 
ness and pleasure. 

Returning to the United States, 
Herling became the Washington 
representative to the City of 
Hope National Medical Center. 
The family was drawn to the 
fledgling cooperative community 
in Greenbelt which seemed to 
emulate many of the humanistic 
qualities they had admired so in 
Norway and Sweden. 

They are the second family to 
live in their Ridge Road home in 
13 court. The Herlings immedi¬ 
ately felt welcomed into the com¬ 
munity by a court member who 
greeted them with a basket of co¬ 
op products. 

Soon after, Al ran for the Board 
of Greenbelt Consumer Services 
and served during the years of 
rapid expansion, an exciting peri¬ 
od of opening new supermarkets, 
furniture stores (Scan), and gas 
stations 

The new businesses did not al¬ 
ways thrive, Al recalls, partly be¬ 
cause—unlike Greenbelt—the co¬ 
operative spirit did not emanate 
from the community served. To¬ 
day, Herling feels the co-op idea 
has become muted as the co-op 
leadership does not always reflect 
the feelings of its membership. 
He cites the loss of the bakery at 
the Greenbelt Co-op supermarket, 
a peremptory decision to elimi¬ 
nate the service without seek ; ng 
input from the members. Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc., the housing co¬ 


operative, with all its problems, is 
more truly representative of a 
cooperative in that it respects the 
opinions of its members, Al states. 
However, he noted that he felt 
the GHI Board of Directors has 
never developed a successful man¬ 
agement philosophy which it is 
able to communicate to both the 
s aff and membership. 

During this period, in the mid 
5G’s, Al edited the “Trade Union¬ 
ist,” for which he was the one- 
man staff-reporter, layout editor 
and editorial writer for the week¬ 
ly publication, often arriving 
home at 2 and 3 a.m. 

At this time also, 1956, he de¬ 
cided to support Adlai Stevenson 
for President and formed the first 
Stevenson for President Commit¬ 
tee in Washington, D.C. Volun¬ 
teering his services, he was Exec¬ 
utive Secretary to the committee, 
helped with registration and get- 
out-the-vote drives, assuring dis¬ 
trict delegates committed to Ste¬ 
venson at the democratic conven¬ 
tion. 

In 1959, he became editor of the 
Bakery, Confectionary and To¬ 
bacco Workers newspaper where 
he remained until his retirement 
in January 1979. Again, he was 
the staff for the monthly paper as 
well as advisor to the president of 
the international union for 20 
years. 

In January 1968, the Greenbelt 
News Review was sued by a pri¬ 
vate developer for libel in a $2,- 
000,000 suit which rocked the 
community. Shortly after hearing 
the news, Herling visited Al and 
Elaine Skolnik, President of the 
Board of the paper and his wife 
(the current president) and to¬ 
gether with community activist 
(later councilman) Charles F. 
Schwan formed the Freedom of 
the Press Committee. This com¬ 
mittee rallied the community into 
raising funds to support the pa¬ 
per’s legal and court costs. Her¬ 
ling attributes the unique support 
for the News Review and the 
Skolniks to the tremendous im¬ 
portance of the paper in the life 
of each member of the commu¬ 
nity who identified with the 
struggle. “We felt we were de¬ 
fending our paper and freedom to 
survive.” The story of how the 
readers came to the rescue of the 
paper is one which is unique to 
journalism and is one which has 
not yet been written, Al empha¬ 
sizes. 

Not to be outdone by her hus¬ 
band’s activism, Fran and two 
other women tested the city’s or¬ 
dinance against wearing shorts in 
the Greenbelt Center. At the time 
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— about 1955 — men could wear 
shorts, but women couldn't. Fran 
was dutifully arrested by Green- 
belt’s finest, after which a storm 
of protest erupted in city council 
chambers and the ordinance was 
repealed. “I remember your ille¬ 
gal carrying on,” Al chuckles 
fondly. 

After 38 years of marriage, the 
Herlings seem well-suited to each 
other, agreeing on philosophical 
points and social issues, polite 
and jocular. They each seem 
comfortable with the role he/she 
has carved; though he may be the 
more vocal of the two, she has 
worked equally hard. 

The Greenbelt Public Library 
is a facility they both strove to 
obtain for the community. 
Though not an official “librarian,” 
Fran has worked in the library 
during its tenure in the Center 
School and in the present build¬ 
ing for the past 25 years. Togeth¬ 
er the Herlings and other Green- 
belters formed Friends of the 
Greenbelt Library, helping to es¬ 
tablish a permanent library not 
only in this community but trav¬ 
eling the county to form “Friends 
of the Library” in numerous 
communities. Al gave the dedica¬ 
tion address in 1971. 

Together also, they have joined 
their son Konrad in the task of 
establishing the Greenbelt Cultu¬ 
ral Arts Center as a viable insti¬ 
tution. Fran can be seen just 
about every Friday and Saturday 


night at the refreshment counter 
making sure that drinks and 
cookies are served. “I feel respon¬ 
sible for the lobby,” she says. Her 
husband notes that “the place 
would be a mess without Frances” 
who cleans the bathrooms and 
sweeps, spending two hours a 
week on those chores because “no 
one would want to come in if it 
were dirty,” she quietly affirms. 

Promoting events at the Cultu¬ 
ral Arts Center and the Balti¬ 
more Symphony Orchestra (he’s 
now trying to resolve the latter’s 
labor dispute which has inter¬ 
rupted the orchestral season), Al 
finds time to attend classes at the 
University of Maryland, practice 
the piano two hours a day; serve 
on the city's personnel commit¬ 
tee; administer the scholarship 
competition for the Bakery, Con¬ 
fectionary and Tobacco Workers 
International Union; proofread 
every Friday for his brother 
“John Herling’s Labor Letter” a 
weekly newsletter circulated to 
labor, industry, government and 
overseas; visit with his grandchil¬ 
dren, Sheila and Brian; and oc¬ 
casionally he says he fills a pulpit 
on a Sunday morning. Oh yes, 
along the way they helped found 
the Paint Branch Unitarian 
Church where he and Fran re¬ 
main active members. 

The Herlings relish the “excite¬ 
ment of being alive,” look for¬ 
ward to more trips to Sweden, 
and carrying on their life's work 
—a commitment to social, reli¬ 
gious and political causes. 

“Don't say I’ve led a checkered 
career,” Al cautions, laughing. 
“Say it’s varied ”

Tree trimming, audits, com¬ 
mittees and personnel were the 
main topics of discussion at 
the December 3 meeting of the 
Board of Directors of Green- 
belt Homes, Inc. The board 
also brought up the issue of 
equity in the new townhouses 
and possible changes to the 
mutual ownership contract for 
those homes. 

Expenditures 

The first reading of a contract 
with Atlas Stump Removal Serv¬ 
ice to trim 25 trees and remove 
23 trees at a cost of $2,300 was ap¬ 
proved. The board then agreed to 
an amendment to the Edison 
Electric contract for some addi¬ 
tional work to facilitate the in¬ 
stallation of vinyl siding. 

On first reading the 1982 ex¬ 
penditure authorization of $5,- 
209,335 was approved—the largest 
single item in this expenditure, 
an almost IV 2 million for energy 
costs. 

Smith on NCCB Ballot 

The board congratulated board 
president Jim Smith on meeting 
the requirements to be placed on 
the ballot as a candidate for the 
National Consumer Cooperative 
Bank. This was accomplished by 
obtaining twenty nominating bal¬ 
lots from bank member coopera¬ 
tives. The board supported 
Smith’s efforts to be elected to 
the NCCB Board. GHI is a major 
stockholder in the bank which is 
providing rehab financing. Gen¬ 
eral Manager Tim Hitter re¬ 
marked on Smith’s accomplish¬ 
ment at marshalling significant 
support from other cooperatives 
and so quickly mounting his elec¬ 
tion campaign. Mitter continued, 
“GHI must keep involved in 
NCCB. We must ensure that it is 
a stable institution 20 years from 
now.” 

Committees 

The Personnel Committee re¬ 
ported to the board on the status 
of an ad hoc advisory commit¬ 
tee’s recommendations on person¬ 
nel matters. Most of the recom¬ 
mendations had been or are being 
implemented by management. 
These recommendations range 
from a company picnic to em¬ 
ployee handbooks to more struc¬ 
tured employee orientations and 
evaluations. The responsibilities 
for supervision of the personnel

functions are now centralized in 
the position of the Assistant 
Manager. 

Next the board approved the 
charge prepared by Nat Shinder- 
man to a committee on commit¬ 
tees. This committee was an out¬ 
growth of the November 20 GHI 
workshop held to clarify current 
assignments, procedures for and 
interests of GHI committees. As 
the GHI board members took of¬ 
fice last May, they promised a re¬ 
vitalization of GHI committees, 
more input by committees, and 
more use of them by the board. 
One step is to study committee 
structure and recommend im¬ 
provements. 

Audits and Finance 

The Finance Committee recom¬ 
mended to the board that an in¬ 
vitation to bid letter be sent to 
seven auditing firms to prepare 
the 1981 final and GHI’s mid-year 
audit. There was a good deal of 
discussion about the advantage in 
using a firm already familiar 
with GHI, the need to get the job 
done quickly, and the possibility 
of separating the two audits. The 
board finally agreed to the com¬ 
mittee’s recommendation. 


A second recommendation by 
the Finance Committee required 
more information. The board di¬ 
rected management to lay out the 
pros and cons of changing the 
equity provision in the mutual 
ownership arrangements with the 
new townhouses and larger 
homes. The board saw several 
options: (1) do not modify exist¬ 
ing contracts, (2) give members 
the option to purchase equity and 
then convert to typical GHI con¬ 
tracts or (3) change the formula 
so that GHI's equity stabilizes. 
Director Don Volk reminded the 
board that there is considerable 
disagreement among members on 
this issue and that the member¬ 
ship has twice voted down 
changes. The board adjourned to 
executive session.

The GHI Board of Directors 
will meet Thursday, December 17, 
at 8 p.m, in the GHI Board Room.
